"default image characteristics" in regards to Swen et al. (5,806,081), Examiner respectfully disagrees. The system of Swen teaches a 
default CMM that is generically supplied [col. 2, lines 14-19; col. 7, lines 27-30]. Additionally, Applicant's invention states having a plurality 
of default characteristic sets to address particular aspects of the target system [pg. 59, Iines12-14]. Therefore, the default profiles and 
CMM of Swen also teach addressing particular aspects of the target system, i.e. the clients and thus the need to provide multiple profiles 
(default profiles for each client) in order to accommodate to their particular aspects [col. 2, lines 14-31 ; col. 14, line 58 - col, 15, line 11]. 
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
